fters, and fuch as legally ought to be 
placed there———— By this Violence giving 
the legally appointed Perfonsno fafe Accefs 


-to their Charge—And have openly violated 


the Peace,. infulted the Presbyteries, aod 
mobb’d the Minifters This they 
have been profecuted for, and fentenc’d for, 
gnd for this the Government has on feveral 
Occafions. fent Letters and Commands to 
them, for a more peaceable Behaviour; tho
